The end came when Japanese 
shock troops stormed -the north 
shore of the island under cover of 
big guns and planes, and effected 
a landing. 

NO DETAILS AVAILABLE 

It was just 27 days after the fall 
of Bataan, and one day short of 
44 years after Admiral George 
Dewey, following his historie vic- 
tory in Manila Bay over the Span- 
ish fleet sent the message home: 

“I control bay completely, and 
can take city (Manila) at any time, 
but I have not sufficient men to 
hold.”

LONDON, May 6.-—(AP) 
—With waves of bombers and 
light tanks, British forces 
blasted their way into the 
outskirts of the Madagascar 
naval base of Diego Suarez 
despite heavy casualties in- 
flicted by resisting French 
colonial troops. 

An appeal by Pierre Laval's 
pro-German Vichy government 
for Axis aid was forecast by Free 
French sources in London after a 
day of furious activity by the 
Vichy regime. 

Some predicted Lavai might de- 
claré war on Britain 

Informed sources here expressed 
belief the British advance on the 
big Indian ocean island was prog- 
ressing favorably after more than 
36 hours, and said advanced British 
units already were in the outskirts 
of Diego Suarez, on the northeast 
tip of the island. 

The small port of Antisirana, on 
the same bay as Diego Suarez, was 
believed within range of British ar- 
tillery. 

VICHY REPORT 

A Vichy broadcast of a report 
from Governor-General Armand 
Annet of Madagascar said about 20 
British ships, including troop car- 
tiers, are cruising off Diego Suarez 
bay without having yet engaged in 
a frontal landing operation. 

It added that British forces, sup- 
ported by planes from an aircraft 
carrier, are continuing to attack 
Diego Suarez from the rear, how- 
ever, and French troops are “re- 
pulsing the British with heavy 
casualties.” 

The joint admiralty-war office 
communique noted, however, that 

the advance of the British forces 
was being “resisted with deter- 


mination and casualties today 
have been heavier.” 
“Operations continue with the 


support of our naval aircraft,” it 
added. 

The Vichy radio said latest re- 
ports from the island were that 
fighting between the British and 
French forces was growing fiercer 
and that waves of British planes 
were bombing light French naval 
forces in the harbor of Diego Suar- 
ez. Ten British planes were shot 
down yesterday, the radio claimed. 


ADVANCE 20 MILES 
The British force, striking quick- 


ly to prevent Madagascar falling 
into Japanese hands as a threat to 
Allied shipping in the Indian 
Ocean, advanced about 20 miles 
from the shore opposite Diego 
Suarez, and Vichy announced loss 
of two of their three warships in 


a vain attack on British transports 
laden with men and tanks, 
_ The French ships sunk by British 
naval gunfire, were the 1,379-ton 
submarine Beveziers and the 7,110- 
ton auxiliary, cruiser Bougainville. 

While Vichy said it forces were 
“resisting along the first line. of 
redoubts,” they were being bom- 
barded from the air and Mada- 
gascar’s inconsequential air force 
was striving almost hopelessly to 
stave off the assault.

|deal adequately with the critical 
plight of our farmers is rapidly cre- 
ating a situation which must be a 
matter of deep concern to every 
Canadian, 

Instead of agriculture ‘being re- 
cognized as an essential war indus- 
try and the basis of our national ec- 
anomy, it is treated as the Cinder- 
ella of "Canada, to be exploited and 


bullied by the two ugly sisters—the | 


money-lending institutions, and the 
market manipulators who live by 
their wits at the farmers’ expense. 


DEMAND FOR ACTION 


At any time this state of affairs 
should call forth public indigna- 
tion and a demand for action, but 
under present conditions it con- 
stitutes a positive menace to the 
safely of the country and, if per- 
mitted to continue, will inevitably 
lead to disasier. 

This is not a matter which con- 
cerns only our farmers, for the 
plight of agriculture vitally affects 
every Cammdian. 

Agriculture is the very founda- 
tion of our national economy. 
Witheut an assured and plentiful 
supply of food, the entire elabor- 
ate economy of modern civiliza- 
tion would collapse. In fact it isa 
recognized principle of sound ec- 
onomics that the well-being of a 
country is dependent upon the 
well-being of its agriculture. In 
other words it is possible to have 
an efficient and flourishing ec- 
onomic structure only if its 
foundation of agriculture is like- 
wise in a virile and prospcrous 
condition. This can easily be de- 
monstrated from the history of our 
country. 


In the emergency we are facing, 
the fate of Canada and the British 
Empire depends upon the war effort 


of aggression. In this 
effort, our country has a vitally im- 
portant contribution to make. Only 
our ulmost effort will be enough. 

It generally recognized that 
the extent of Canada’s war effort is 
dependent upon the efficiency with 
which she organize her pro- 
ductive resources, with a very much 
depleted industrial manpower, to} 
provide an adequate supply of war | 
materials, In other words, the na- 
tional economy should be geared 
up to the maximum pitch of effici- 
ency. 


SLAVE LABOR 

It should be plain that this can- 
not be achieved as long as agri- 
culture, the foundation industry of 
the country’s economic structure, is |

Now after more than two years 
of a war-time economy, the farmer 
continues to be victimized with un- 
economic prices and most of the 
other evils from which’ he was suf- 
fering before. True that, unuer 
pressure, he has been accorded some 
increase in the price of his pro- 
ducts, but this is off-set by the in- 
creave In the prices of the goods he 
must buy. 


LACK OF CREDIT 

He continues to be handicapped 
by lack of credit and to be bur- 
dened by unpayable debt; his mar- 
kets are controlled and restricted 
in a manner which creates constant 
uncertainty. In short, agriculture is 
being kept in the same disastrous 
condition from which it suffered 
before the war. 

This is downright madness—for 
it will inevitably lead to disaster. 
While agriculture is in such a plight 
what hope cun there be for attains 
ing the maximum efficiency su es- 
sential to our war effort? What 
hope is there of preparing ad- 
equately for post-war reconstruc- 
tion? How can we raise education 
to the position it should occupy? 
How will we achieve those meas- 
ures of social security so essentizi 
to generating the wholehearted en- 
thusiasm out of which alone can be 
born that. high degree of morale 
that is vital to the cause of victory? 

Compare the pathetic and futile 
manner in which the agricultural 
question is being handled in Can- 
ada with the measures which have 
been taken in the U.S.A. In the 
United States wheat farmers re- 
ceive a guarantced price of $1.35 a 
bushel at the terminal points. Be- 
sides the dollar in the United 
States will buy more of the things 
the farmer needs. Our prices of 
manufactured goods are inflated 
through the effect of the tariff. 
So that to receive a corresponding 
return our farmers should be 
getting about $1.25 at the point of 
delivery, instead of the in- 
adequate 90c basis Fort William 

Again the U.S. farmers can ob- 
tain adequate cyedit facilities. Our 
farmers are almost cut off from 
any reasonable credit. 

Instead of the usurious 6%, 
8% and more which our farmers 
have to pay, the basis of agricul- 
tural interest is 3% in the U.S.

FIVE-POINT PROGRAM 

The following appears to provide 
a reasonable basis for discussion in 
obtaining a clear statement of the 
policy our farmers want: 

(1) The 1926 price level to be 
taken as the basis for guaranteed 
prices for all farm products, Ex- 
isting prices, based on point of de- 
livery, to bear the same ratie to 
the 1926 prices as the general 
price level of secondary products 
bears to that which existed in the 
same year. 

(2) A definite long range policy 
in regard to grain and livestock 
production. 

(3) Adequate low cost credit 
facilities for agriculture. 

(4) A comprehensive scheme of 
Crop insurance. 

(5) An equitable re-adjustment 
of all debts on a three. per cent 
basis. / 
It will be evident that except for 

(2), all the foreoing have to do 
with money. In other words they 
can all be provided by @ manipula- 
tion of the money system, It is now 
generally recognized that the money 
system is nothing more than an el- 
aborate bookkeeping arrangement, 
and there would be no difficulty in 
giving effect to the very reasonable 
policy outlined above. 

It should also be evident that al 
the present time the money system 
is being operated to divest the farm- 
ers of the fruits of their labor. As 
the financial interests, who now 
control the money system, are the 
chief beneficiaries of this arrange- 
ment, it is quite certain that they 
will resist any change by every 
means within their power. 


MANIPULATION

OTTAWA, May 6—(CP)—For- | 
mation cf a government-owned 
salvage company authorized by | 
order-in-council to “acquire and | 
dispose of waste or used matter o 
all kinds” was announced last 
night by Finance Minister Isley. 
The new company will be known 
&s Wartime Salvage Ltd., and will 

operate under direction of the war- 
time prices and trade board. 

“The company will operate in 
close co-operation with government | 
dopartment and agencies on quest- 
jons affecting the purchase and dis- 
posal of salvage.” said an announce- 
ment from the prices and trade 
board 

“In addition to regulating prices 
for salvage and waste matter in the 
interests of maximum supply, it 
will also endeavor to provide facil- 
ities for the orderly marketing of ali 
forms of salvage for which a com- 
mercial demand either does not at 
present exist or is not yet organ- 
ized.” 

The company’s activities will in- 
clude import and export of waste 
materials “with a view to price 
orderliness in Canadian markets.” 


PRESIDENT NAMED 

President of the new company is 
Walter A. Bark of Toronto, former- 
ly an officer of the Canadian Sal- 
vage Corps overseas during the 
First Great War. 

“The national war services depart- 
ment will continue to be responsible 
for the systematic collection of all 
salvage material and for any promo- 
tional campaigns aimed at bringing 
out all forms of usable salvage,” 
the announcement said. 

Charles La Ferle, recently-ap- 
pointed director of the department's 
salvage division, will carry on this 
work. He has also been named a 
director of Wartime Salvage Ltd. 

The announcement said the first | 
operation of the new company will 
be in connection with waste paper. 

“In its first operation the new 
company will undertake the sup- 
plying of mills with waste paper a‘ 
the same price irrespective of the! 
point of origin,” said the statement. 
“It will equalize freight rates to 
ensure that supplies are not with- 
hetd because transportation costs in 
certain areas are too high to enable 
mills to bring paper in under cur- 
rent prices established.”

EXPERIENCED FIGHTERS 

They are experienced fighters, 
with intimate knowledge of the 
terrain.

From their mountain and jungle 
hideouts, they will be able to harass 
the Japanese almost indefinitely.

WITHDRAW LARGE FORCES | 

This campaign evidently was 
launched wh » the invaders with.

Coastal fishermen say that if the 
dominion’s requirements of 50,000,- 
000 pounds of scrap rubber by the 
end of May cannot be met by other 
means, the whole amount might be | 
picked up along the British Col- 
umbia coast. 


USED AS FENDERS 

The fishermen point out that 
yachts, small coast vessels and the | 
entire fishing fleet use old auto- | 
mobile tires as fenders and bump- 
ers.

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Who's Offensive Is It? 


Moscow is leaving it to outsiders to 
talk about the coming Nazi offensive on 
the eastern front. Its communiques deal 
with the present offensive of the Red army 
on that front, and these are detailed 
enough to show that the offensive is a 
reality and is making headway. One day 
in the south, the next in the north or the 
centre, circumstantial accounts are given 
of the destruction of enemy forces and 
the recapture of territory. 

It is quite evident that if the Russians 
have not beaten the Nazis to the scratch 
and started the really big “spring” offen- 
sive on their own account, they do not in- 
tend to let the enemy get organized for 
his promised all-out drive against them. 
With plenty of men, and seemingly suffi- 
cient tools, they are striking here, there 
and yonder with bewildering irregularity 
and enough punch to keep the line -ad- 
vancing. Whatever he may be able to do in 
future, thus far the Fuehrer has been 
kept busy on the defence, and territorially 
he has not been making a complete job 
of that. 


Co-Operation Costs Something 


The premises of an oil company at 
Toronto have been padlocked and three 
tire dealers at widely separated points have 
been ordered to suspend operations, for 
violating the gasoline and rubber conserv- 
ing regulations. These and a very few 
other exceptions prove the rule that the 
operators of filling stations and tire shops 
are in general obeying the law and thus 
co-operating in the effort to make the 
limited supplies of these commodities go 
as far as possible. 

This co-operation, the public should 
recognize, is far from being of the pain- 
less variety. The restrictions are very 
real. They mean a Serious loss of business 
to thousands of men scattered across the 
Dominion. There has been little complaint, 
and in few cases has it been necessary to 
enforce the conserving orders by official 
action. In fairness the men engaged in 
supplying these services should get full 
credit for complying loyally—with few 
exceptions—with the official curtailment 
of business which it has been necessary to 
impose upon them. 

The great majority of the gas and 
tire dealers who are observing the regu- 
lations deserve protection against boot- 
leggers. It is to their interest, as well as 
to the interest of the nation, that the odd 
law-breaker should be punished. 


The Work Must Go On 


More than one-sixth of all the people 
in Canada belong to the Red Cross organ- 
ization. That explains why the Red Cross 
is able to carry on its amazing amount of 
welfare work; as the work it does ex- 
plains why the membership is so large. 

The extent and variety of these oper- 
ations are outlined in summaries of the 
reports presented at the annual meeting 
of the central council. They are conven- 
iently summarized in a couple of sentences. 
Every week the Red Cross sends approx- 
imately 37,000 parcels oversea—hospital 
supplies, comforts for our fighting men, 
civilian war victim needs, and parcels for 
prisoners of war—weighing about 200 
tons. And what is being done on the home 
front is indicated by the accumulation of 
5,000 blankets and hospital supplies at 
points from which these can be rushed to 
the British Columbia coastal region 
should enemy raiders bring disaster there. 

If there were no Red Cross organiza- 
tion we should have to build one. The work 
it is doing at home and abroad, for sol- 
diers and civilians, is work that has to be 
done and can only be well done by a na- 
tion-wide agency backed and supported 
by the mass of the population. 

This should be remembered when next 
week the Red Cross stages its annual ap- 
peal to the public for funds. It depends 
entirely on voluntary contributions for the 
means with whith to carry on. In a world 
which never before knew so much misery, 
the opportunity to give service is limited 
only by the amount of money placed at 
the disposal of the Red Cross. 


Madagascar 


British forces stepped into Madagascar 
just one stride ahead of the Japanese. Any 
doubt on that score is set at rest by the 
pained surprise with which Tokyo reacted 
to the news, which arrived while its globe- 
trotting admirals were closeted with M. 
Laval, completing arrangements to repeat 
the “invasion” of Indo-China, 

Vichy immediately ordered its offi- 
cials in the island to resist the occupation 
by British troops. The contrast with the 
procedure when the Japanese landed 
troops in Indo-China is obvious, and re- 
vealing. There the invaders were not re- 
sisted. On the contrary they were almost 
welcomed with official ceremonies. A 
treaty was speedily arranged by which 
their presence was regularized, and they 
were given the right to go where they 
pleased and stay as long as they wanted to. 

But when British forces, acting in the

Nations, land in Madagascar to safeguard 
the sea routes to the Red Sea, the Persian 
Gulf and India, Vichy immediately de- 
clares war against them, Laval has thus 
shown his hand, and Petain stands ex- 
posed a8 no more than a figurehead. The 
order to fight came from Berlin, as in the 
case of Indo-China the order to not fight 
came from the same quarter. Of that 
there can be little doubt. 

This may mark the end of the “ap- 
peasement” policy which the Allics have 
followed in hope that Vichy would remain 
neutral in at least the military sense. 
Whether Laval will make Madagascar the 
pretext for aligning Vichy fully with the 
Axis remains to be se:n. Even so, it was 
sound judgment to occupy Madagascar. 
The sea routes to Egypt, Russia and India 
are too valuable to be left undefended. 
If this means a clear break with Vichy, 
the break probably had to come soon, for 
Hitler is calling every subject state into 
the field.

Legal Rights 


It may be said that he has al- 
| ways had these powers. But this 
is not quite true. Hitler tried 
to take over the administrative 
structure of the state complete, 
and “switch it into line.” That 
|structure consisted of a vast hier- 
archy of “duly acquired rights’— 
the German word is “Wohlerwor- 
bene rechte”—which affect near- 
ly everybody in Germany, and 
which have been carefully built 
up for generations, 

The structure of these legal 
Tights is what constitutes the 
social security of Germany. They 
are the unwritten constitution of 
the German nation, 

These “duly acquired rights” 
affect the last worker in a fac- 
tory every civil servant; every 
| soldier and officer. They are not 
“vested interests” or contractual 
property rights; they are the 
| rights that people acquire as a 
result of service to industry or 
to the state, They are the very 
basis of the German claim to be 
a social state, 


Social Rights 


right not to be dismissed from a 
job without compensation accord- 
ing to the number of months or 
years of service; the right to 
vacations, commensurate with 
the length of service; the right in 
the civil and armed services to 
regular promotion if one’s duties 
are conscientiously fulfilled; the 
considerations of seniority; and 
finally to pensions, to which 
nearly every German who has 
faithfully worked during his life 
may look forward in his old age. 

Space does not permit an enu- 
meration of the intricate system 
| of such rights but it can be sum- 
| med up by saying that they com- 
| prehend those freedoms which 
| have always been dearest to the 


|Germans; not freedom of speech | 


}or religion, but freedom from 
| want and fear. 

| Of these rights every German 
| under the Nazis has been jealous. 
| They constitute what is known as 
|“Prussian socialism”; they are

mense power of corruption, 

| Previous to this decree, if a 
| German general disagreed with a 
policy, he could tender his re- 
signation. He was out of the ser- 
vice, but his years of fidelity en- 
I titlea him to honorable retire- 
ment on pension, Today if he 
disagrees, he can be thrown on 
the streets or “entfernt’—-re- 
moved—liquidated. 

But he can be thrown on the 
streets without any 
ment, merely because’ the fueh- 
rer, instructed by anyone in his 
entourage, may decide to do so. 
The threat of the confiscation of 
all his security hangs over every- 
one, It is for the German the 
ultimate terror, 


Against Germans 


| But these rights can also be 
transferred, under this new de- 
}eree, The rights which A has 
spent his life working for can 
| fall upon B who is put into his 
| shoes because he is more “relia- 
| ble” in the eyes of the party. So 
| there is candy in this for every 
Obsequious "denouncer and 
| fawner 

It opens the entire structure of 
the state to terrorsand corrup- 
tion. The Russians made the 
| best comment on it: “Hitler's of-

The courts did 
not dare to prosecute the’ true 
offenders; but they did not sen- 
tence to death—as they were 
then supposed to do — men 
against whom there was not a 
scrap of evidence. And the be- 
lief that there is still a law in 
Germany, and uncoerced courts, 
has left to the Germans a certain 
pride, 

The people's courts set up 
under the Nazis, were, to be sure, 
star-chambers!; political offends 
‘ers were brought before them 
| and such offenders did not have 
a chance, But the civil courts 
still retained some memory and 
practice from an ancient tradi- 
tion of justice. 

Over their portals 
written “fiat  justitia: pereat 
mundos’—let justice stand 
| though the world perish. 
| The law was made by decree of 
| Hitler; but the interpretation of 
the law and the sentences were 
in the hands of the courts; with 
the great tradition of German 
| Jaw in their minds, But from now 
on Hitler is to be lawmaker, 
| prosecutor, jury and judge, with 
a right to intervene and reverse 
any sentence, 

This js the institutionalizing of 
the purge, 
| There is to be a permanent 
purge; and to add insult to in- 
jury, it is to be carried out 
through the mechanism of a 
theoretically independent judi- 
ciary. So that every judge in 
Germany is sitting on dynamite. 

Personal Revenge 


| Now, of course, Hitler who has 
plenty to do anyhow, cannot go 
around listening at every court 
or interviewing every factory 
worker or bureaucrat; some- 
body’s going to have to do this 
[for him, and that means the ges- 
tapo. So there is going to be ore 
| ganized denunciation and pers 
| sonal revenge on an unprecedent- 
ed scale. 

This is the reward that the 
| leader of his people gives to men 
|}and women who, in however un- 

worthy and appalling a cause, 
j have spilled their fortune and 
their blood with immense dis- 
'cipline and sacrifice. 

And why does he do it? Be- 
cause this psychotic idiot, whom 
even the democratic world likes 
to think of as a genius, is the 
victim of his own neurosis. 
| He is afraid of the German 
| people and he hates them and 
lalways has. These people—civil- 
| ians—were those who “stabbed 
Germany in the back” in the last 
war; whofi when they knew that 
the war was lost—as Ludendorff 
knew it was lost—finally refused 
to go on starving and sacrificing 
their sons for a futile cause. Hit- 
ler writes about this at length in 
Mein Kampf; one thing he ts 
going to see to—this shall not 
happen again. 

Hitler Afraid 

And now the news is bad; and 
|a prescience of defeat is on him; 
now comes the moment of the 
“stab in the back”, the imminence 
of which has always been his 
abnormal anxiety, He has gotten 
rid of the Jews, the Socialists, 
the’ Democrats, the Pacifists; but 
there are always the people, 
those terrifying people with 
“duly acquired rights’; bureaus 
jcrats who seem sure of their 
| jobs; workers who have it writ- 
ten down that this and this is the 
reward of that and that; courts 
| with their precedents, All, all 
| must become insecure; dépendent 
from moment to moment on his 
whim, Thus will he hold Ger- 
many together and prevent that 
his fate in a losing war should 
| be that of his predecessors, 

They will kill Hitler. This 
seems a fantastic statement to 
make—but they—Germans—will 
kill Hitler--if he exercises the 
powers that he has now grabbed, 
Or, if they do not, Germany is 
finished. The last bones that have 
held together the semblance of 
a social and political structure 
are broken by this new decree, 
| I wrote weeks ago in an ime 
aginary conversation between 
Hitler and Brauchitsch, quoting 
| Hitler: “If I do not conquer Ruse 
| sia, T will bring down Petain.” 

Now he is saying, “If I do not 
conquer Russia, I will bring 
}down Germany,” 

Let this slow up no one’s war 
}effort, Let us yet this business 
over quickly. The process of Hite 
ler’'s collapse will be war-—more 
| war. Just the same—he’s finished.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


When the mother of a baby ready 
to be weaned from the breast, de- 
termines to take that step, she is 
confronted by another problem. 
Shall she wean the baby to a cup or 
to a bottle? 

She'll find, as most mothers do, 
that even if the baby has had 
water and orange juice by cup 
he may balk at accepting his milk 
| from that utensil. In his deter- 
mination not to accept it he may, 
refuse milk for weeks or even 
longer, 

This would be less apt to happen 
if all babies were given an oppor- 
tunity to take milk by teaspoon and 
then by cup very early in their 
lives, Babies are not so discrimin- 
ating nor so wedded to habits in 
the early months and when they 
| discover that warmed milk tastes 

good they are quite willing to take 
more and more of it. By the time 
| weaning is due they have become 
| thoroughly accustomed to milk and 
cups and make no fuss about the 
change. .
